Despite a few teams turn to a re- 
building season after major losses, 
there were a few surprises as 
Ellsworth competed for the Northern 
Lakes Conference title and Boyne 
City was atop the Lake Michigan 
Conference for the better part of the 
season before putting together an- 
other tournament run that included 
their third straight Class C district 
title. 

Area fans witnessed a new brand 
of basketball in some areas, with 
some teams playing more uptempo, 
while others chose to slow it down 
and execute in the half court. Re- 
gardless of what team you were fol- 
lowing, many teams will returna 
solid cast and look to close the com- 
petitive gap and make some noise of 
their own in conference play as well 
as the MHSAA tournament. 

As the season came to a close a few 
weeks ago, the Charlevoix County 
News has selected the top players 
from the area and is proud to an- 


nounce the 2016-17 All-Area Boys Bas- 
ketball “Dream Team”. 

Player of the Year honors go to 
Boyne City’s, Kane McPherson. The 
senior worked extremely hard in the 
offseason to not only earn playing 
time, he took the area by storm, turn- 
ing doubters into believers with each 
passing contest.

senburg and Justin Higbee, 
Ellsworth. 


PLAYER OF THE YEAR 


(#2) KANE MCPHERSON, 
SENIOR 


When last season ended, McPher- 
son was a role player for the Ram- 
blers, seeing limited action 
throughout the season. Last offsea- 
son, Kane went to work, revamping 
his shot and improving his balance 
as well as his ball handling. The re- 
sults he got speak for very loud as he 
earned Class C honorable mention 
All-State and BCAM Best honors to 
name a few. 

McPherson finished the season 
with 367 points (14.6 per game av- 
erage), while also hauling in four

rebounds per game, and shooting 52 
percent from the floor and 75 percent 
from the charity stripe. 

He used his quickness and an ag- 
gressive attack to the basket was one 
thing that stood out this season, his 
ability to finish with either hand 
made it difficult to defend him.

WASYLEWSKI, SENIOR 


The Logger senior was a 
bright spot for the team that 
had to deal with the loss of a 
talented class the year prior. 

Wasylewski had to do a lot 
of different things for Boyne 
Falls this season, from ball 
handling to rebounding to 
scoring and matching up 
against the opponent’s top 
threat. 

Leszek would finish the 
season with a 16.9 point per 
game scoring average, which 
accounted for over 40 percent 
of the Loggers offense. 

Coach Kurt Nothstine cred- 
ited his outstanding attitude 
and him becoming a better 
passer throughout the sea- 
son.

(#3) MASON 
GARDNER, JUNIOR 


The Rambler multi-posi- 
tion player, could take oppo- 
nents inside, outside or off 
the dribble and reward them 
with a first hand look ata 
three pointer or a thunderous 
dunk as one of the best all- 


around players in Northern 
Michigan. 

Gardner would use his ath- 
leticism and height to help 
create mismatches for his 
team and nightmares for 
those facing Boyne. 

Coach Redman credited 
Mason with his hard work at 
improving his guard skills 
and is expecting big things 
from his next season. 

Gardner would average 12 
points per game for Boyne 
City this season, scoring over 
300 on the season in addition 
to grabbing five rebounds per 
contest and shooting 53 per- 
cent from the floor.

(#21) ERIC CARSON, 
JUNIOR 


Tal about a quick release. 
Defenders would have to play 
tight on the Rambler guard 
and respect his ability to drop 
a deep three pointer at any- 
time and with a minimal 
opening as his shot would 
seem to be launched with pre- 
cision accuracy even before 
he looked ready to let it fly. 

Eric would average eight 
points per game for Boyne, 
crossing the 200 point thresh- 
old and was the primary ball 
handler for the Ramblers. 

“Eric is our best three 
point shooter,” coach Redman 
noted. His is a smart, solid all 
around player with a bright 
future.” 

Carson was a LMC honor- 
able mention this season. 


(#35) JACOB AGER, 
JUNIOR 


Jacob represented those 
area players that do all the lit- 
tle things and do them well 
and do it while not saying 
anything and is never flashy, 
just very effective. 

The Rambler forward 
would often times find him- 
self matched up against 
much taller opponents, but 
his strength and leaping abil- 
ity made it difficult for play- 
ers of any size to compete 
with him. 

“Jacob had a very solid sea- 
son. He has been a beast in- 
side at times this season,” 
coach Redman said. “He has 
worked hard and really im- 
proved throughout year. He 
has great balance, good hands 
and is smart strong player.” 

Ager came up big late in

Shepard was the only re- 
turning player that saw any 
significant playing time over 
the last few seasons and used 
that to his advantage, taking 
charge of things in games 
and practices for the Red Dev- 
ils. 

“His IQ is great and that 
has been the best thing he has 
brought to our team next to 


his leadership,” coach Dzwik 
said. “He is great at going and 
getting rebounds and is al- 
ways scrapping for loose balls 
and getting on the floor. He is 
the guy that toward the end of 
the quarters and games goes 
and gets the ball and takes 
control of the situations.” 

Shepard would average 7.4 
ppg, 3.6 rebounds and dish 
out 2.6 assists per contest.

(#5) COLE ESSENBERG, 
JUNIOR 


Essenberg was one of the 
key members of the Lancers 
this season, carrying the bulk 
of the ball handling responsi- 
bilities, setting up teammates 
as well as getting himself 
into the offensive flow. 

Cole would finish the sea- 
son with an 11.5 point per 
game scoring average, shoot- 
ing 46 percent from beyond 
the arch, while dishing out 
3.5 assists per game. 

Coach Jarod Steenwyk 
noted that Essenberg would 
rise to the occasion in big mo- 
ments. “Cole’s biggest games 
have come when we have 
needed him the most, in par- 
ticular Mackinaw City. He 
scored 20 pts included a big 
three pointer in the closing 
minutes of overtime to pull 
us within one point.

A serendipitous 
connection between 
walleye king, Mark 
Martin, a group of 

sportsmen soldiers, and Brave 

Hearts Estate in Pellston, occurred 

recently on Burt Lake. 

Martin hosts three Ice Fishing 
Vacation Schools annually in 
Michigan. The latest was planned 
for walleye-laden Saginaw Bay but 
poor ice conditions caused him-and 
his pro staff-to look for locations in 
our neck of the woods. Martin con- 
nected with Brave Hearts represen- 
tatives and they welcomed his 
group with open arms for a three 
day ice fishing adventure on the 
lake. 

Martin said, “We only had about 
two weeks to put it together with 
Dav Herriman and the terrific folks 
at Brave Hearts. It turned out really 
well and the fishing was phenome- 
nal!” 

I accompanied the group for a 
day of pre-fishing and also attended 
the seminars prior to the attendees 
first day on the ice. The cadre of 
professional anglers shared strate- 
gies ranging from how to best em- 
ploy electronics to lure preference, 
and jigging techniques to tip-up 
use. The information had a com- 
mon theme as all of the pros talked 
about the ‘little things’ that deter- 
mine if anglers will put targeted 
game fish on the ice or if they’ll 
have nothing but mangled minnows 
and cold feet to show for their ef- 
forts. 

Brave Hearts Estate (BHE) is a 
remarkable property on Ely Road 
in Pellston. It was gifted by an enor- 
mously generous Korean War vet- 
eran and includes a large home, 
cabins, and 240-acres of lovely river 
valley land. It’s been in operation 
for almost three years and is part of 
the 1500-member Operation Injured 
Soldiers (OIS) organization that is 
headquartered near South Lyon. 

OIS’s mission is, “Taking Care of 
Our Own” and a BHE committee 
member said, “we do everything 
possible to make things better for 


tunity to do something they nor- 
mally wouldn’t get to do.” 

All of the veterans caught fish 
during the ice fishing school. Their 
haul included numerous plump 
walleye and jumbo perch that were 
surely destined for a sizzling skil- 
let. A pleasant bonus was several 
behemoth brown trout. 

When I asked 7-year Army vet- 
eran John Dupuis, who travelled 
from Kansas City to Brave Hearts, 
what he hoped to get from the ice 
fishing experience he said, “I’ve al- 
ready learned a lot about how to 
use electronics to locate fish. ’'m 
looking forward to putting it to use 
and landing some nice fish!” 

The father-son team of Jeff and 
Rick Bloss, from the Detroit area, 
were unified when they said, “We 
just want to learn how to catch 
more fish!” 

Even the pros were impressed 
with the fishing on Burt. “While we

I’ve been fishing for decades and 
have never seen a perch that big. It 
was easily 2 % pounds and the fish- 
erman said he has caught three 
that size this year. Burt Lake isa 
world-class perch fishery!” Martin 
said. 

He continued, “The anglers do- 
nated several huge perch, walleye 
and brown trout to be displayed on 
the walls at Brave Hearts. A local 
taxidermist volunteered to mount 
them for free. They are going to 
look awesome on the walls of the 
estate!” 

Dav Herriman, OIS fishing di- 
rector said, “We’re planning lots of 
fishing activities for veterans in the 
future including a salmon trip out 
of South Haven, Walleye for War- 
riors on Saginaw Bay, and the an- 
nual Muskie Meet on Lake St. Clair 
in late summer. 

More globally, OIS sponsors 
hunting and fishing excursions for 
injured or combat veterans includ- 
ing deer hunting in Kansas, pheas- 
ant and turkey hunting in New 
York, and fishing in the Florida 
Keys and northern Ontario. 

“We’re planning to go out on 
Burt Lake with veterans from 
Brave Hearts this September as 
well. It will be our second open- 
water day with veterans on the 
lake. We are also planning another 
ice fishing school up here next 
year,” said Martin.
